On 17 
July 2017, the BTC turned 
over to the President the draft 
BBL, witnessed by the 
Speaker of the House and the 
Senate President. On 14

(PLLO) submitted the draft 
Bangsamoro Basic Law (BBL) 
that the Bangsamoro 
Transition Commission (BTC) 
submitted to President 
Rodrigo Duterte on July 17 to 
the Senate and the HOR. 


On 26 September 2017, 
Speaker Pantaleon Alvarez 
and 75 members of Congress 
filed the BTC drafted bill as 
HB 6475 though there were 
other versions filed in the 
HOR.
